GOLDSTONE TRACKING STA­ 
TION, Calif. (UPI) - America’s 
grotesque space robot Ranger III 
was reported performing all of 
its commands properly today de­ 
spite the fact it will miss its 
target — the moon — by at least 
25,000 miles. 
Scientists were pleased although 
technicians 
said 
the 727-pound 
spacecraft was heading in a path 
that would take it past the moon 
where it will take a series of 
television pictures that will be re­ 
layed to earth. 
A series of commands were 
sent to the Ranger III early to. 
day from this missile tracking 
station in the Mojave Desert, 
about 200 miles northeast of Los 
Angeles to turn it toward the 
moon and increase its speed by 
80 miles an hour. 
The spacecraft fired its mid- 
course motor, reacquired the sun 
and the earth in its axis, and 
continued on its new course. The 
craft was traveling at a speed of 
5,418 miles an hour at an altitude 
of 100,398 statute miles after the 
midcourse corrective maneuvers 
were carried out. 


Commands Performed Properly 


The technicians said all the 
commands were being performed 
properly and ail channels of the 
telemetery were being received 
as planned. They said long hours 
of tracking were now needed to 
determine Ranger Ill’s course and 
predict the time of its nearest 
interception with the moon. 
Scientists believed the increased 
speed would bring Ranger III to 
within about 25,000 miles of the 
moon—slightly closer than earlier 
anticipated—and would cut down 
the travel time by more than an 
hour. 
It also would permit the space­ 
craft's 
television 
cameras 
to 
take the nearest and possibly 
best photographs yet taken of the 
moon’s far side and relay them 
back to earth. 
The cameras were to be turned 
(rn from here Sunday if all goes 
as planned. 
Was To Hit Moon 
The spacecraft was to have 
crash landed on the surface of 
the moon, but the Atlas rocket 
that first hurled it from earth at 
3:30 p.m., EST, Friday pushed it 
too fast too soon. 
Goldston© is the only tracking 
station equipped to execute the 
command to turn on Ranger Ill’s 
teleaision transmitter. That was 
another reason for the decision to 
speed up the robot. 
In the new trajectory, the rock­ 
et should be within transmitting 
range 
for 24 hours beginning 
3 a.m., EST, today.

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CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) - A heavy overcast 
that wouldn’t go away spoiled an almost perfect count* 
down today and forced postponement of America^ first 
attempt to launch a man into orbit. 
It was possible that the shot would have to be post­ 
poned to Tuesday if not later. The forecast was for un­ 
favorable weather for at least the next two days. 
Astronaut John H. Glenn Jr. 
was not only ready but eager to 
go. His ton-and-a-half space cabin 
was in good shape. The big Atlas 
booster was earning marks for 
good behaviour. 
But the weather at the launch 
site was not cooperating. A fleet 
of more than 25 ships, an air task 
force of more than 60 planes, and 
more than 15,000 trained men 
were poised to pluck Glenn from 
the Atlantic when he completed 
his hoped-for three orbits around 
I the earth. 
Here thousands of scientists, 
technicians, 
officials, 
reporters, 
photographers, a n d 
sightseers 
were straining toward the mo­ 
ment 
when 
the 
10-story high 
capsule-Atlas combination would 
lift into the sky from pad 14. 
Millions of other Americans were 
glued to their television sets. 
But clouds which started mov­ 
ing in from the sea before dawn 
kept coming. The final preallot 
countdown, a panstaking check of 
the myriad circuits, gadgets, and 
systems which make a space 
vehicle, began at 12.30 a rn. EST. 
Thumbs Up Salute 
Glenn, a jaunty figure in his 
space suit, tossed a "thumbs up” 
salute to his comrades of toe 
Mercury 
man-in-orbit 
program, 
and crawled into his little craft 
at 5:10 a.m. EST. 
He had been there four hours 
and two minutes when the flight 
was “scrubbed" 
for today at 
9:12 a m. EST. 
The countdown had been as 
smooth as a countdown can be 
up to 7 a m. Then a 10-minute 
"hold’' was ordered with firing 
time 45 minutes away. 
The clouds thickened. The “ 10- 
minute" hold lasted for one hour 
and 49 minutes. Then Mercury 
officials resumed the count and 
rescheduled the shot down for 41 
minutes later. 
Another interruption occurred 
while an electric power system 
was repaired. 
The count waa 
picked up with 29 minutes to go. 
The weather scrub came with 
liftoff only 18 minutes away. 
By 28 minutes after the scrub 
order, the Atlas boaster's cargo 
of liquid oxygen had been drained 
and the 16-story service tower 
moved back around the rocket. 
President Disappointed 
Among those disappointed by 
the postponement was President 
Kennedy, who was set to watch 
the launching on television at 
Palm 
Beach. 
Glenn’s 
parent* 
were watching in New Concord, 
Ohio, and his wife and children 
were perched before a number of 
sets in the astronaut's Arlington, 
Va., home.

His Parents 
Are Relieved 


NEW CONCORD, Ohio (UPI) - 
The parents of astronaut John H. 
Glenn expressed relief today when 
their son's planned space shot 
was called off because of bad 
weather. 
The elderly couple, who had fol­ 
lowed the long delays on three 
television sets, sent word of their 
feelings through a spokesman. He 
indicated they would not meet the 
dozens of newsmen here for the 
big event. 
Dr. Glenn McConagha, acting 
president of Muskingum College 
here, said the couple was "per­ 
fectly happy, in perfectly good 
shape.. 
“They are glad the space shot 
was called off because of the bad 
weather," McConagha said. 
The decision to postpone the ef­ 
fort to send Glenn on his orbital 
flight naturally was a disappoint­ 
ment to this Southeastern Ohio 
community but the general feel­ 
ing was that getting John Glenn 
back alive and safe was the most 
important thing. 
Mayor James K. Taylor, admit­ 
ting he had “butterflies in my 
stomach" during the final minutes 
of the countdown described it as 
a “big letdown,"

Whether in orbit or 
on a suborbital flight these man­ 
rated, super-dependable rockets 
can be fired by remote control or 
by the astronaut at a predeter­ 
mined angle to place the capsule 
on a calculated ballistic trajec­ 
tory to land in a prescribed area. 
It was toe Thiokol TE -236 
retro rocket that brought back 
the first orbiting payload. The first 
rocket to be fired in orbit, it re 
turned the Discoverer capsule to 
earth. Discoverer retro* have now 
traveled 8,500,000 miles in orbit, 
and have returned 14 capsules 
from space. 


Now entering its second decade, 
the Elkton Division of Thiokol is 
a pioneer in the development and 
production case-bonded solid pro. 
pedant rockets, It is one of the 
ten strategically located plants of 
the Thiokol Chemical Corporation. 
Retro Package 
The retro package will be on the 
blunt end of Glenn’s capsule. It 
contains the three Thiokol retro­ 
rocket motors and three post- 
grade rocket motors. The retro 
motors are fired either by re­ 
mote control or by the Astronaut 
at 5-second intervals and burn for 
about ll seconds. 
These rockets can be fired only
